None of the citations individually or in obvious combination disclose the invention of the above claims. 
Particularly none of the prior art documents disclose a security article with one transparent layer carrying parts of 
an image in a first colour and another transparent layer carrying parts of the same image in a different colour and 
the layers laminated so that the parts of the image are superposed one over the other.
